East Jordan Man Arrested 
for Multiple Counts Criminal 
Sexual Conduct Against 
Victim Under 13 


In September 
2022, the victim of 
a sexual assault 
contacted law en- 
forcement re- 
questing an 
investigation be 
re-opened. The Michigan 
Children’s Protective Serv- 
ices initiated the investiga- 
tion in 2012 after a mandated 
reporter notified them of the 
alleged sexual assaults. The 
suspect, now 44-year-old Sean 
Michael Russell from East 
Jordan, was interviewed by 
state troopers and subse- 
quently arrested later that 
year. The Charlevoix County 
Prosecutor at the time ulti- 
mately moved for nolle prose- 
qui of the charges and the 
case was dismissed. 

A trooper from the Michi- 
gan State Police (MSP) Gay- 
lord Post re-opened the 
complaint in September 2022 
at the victim’s request. The 
investigation led to charges 
being issued by the current 
prosecutor in Charlevoix 
County. Russell was arrested 
at his residence on February 
28, 2023, and numerous elec- 
tronic devices were seized 
during the arrest. Russell 
was lodged in the Charlevoix 
County Jail. 

Russell was arraigned 
today in the 90th District 
Court in Charlevoix County 
on one count Criminal Sexual 
Conduct First Degree (Victim 
Under 13), and one count 
Criminal Sexual Conduct 
First Degree, and one Crimi- 
nal Sexual Conduct Second 
Degree. He was given a 
$25,000 PR bond. His next 
scheduled court appearance 
is on April 4, 2023.

Michigan’s nonprofits 
who are struggling with the 
negative impacts and hard- 
ships of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic can now take the first 
step to receive much needed 
funding from the $35 mil- 
lion MI Nonprofit Relief 
Fund for serving their 
hard-hit communities. 

The Michigan Nonprofit 
Association (MNA) and the 
Michigan Department of 
Labor and Economic Op- 
portunity (LEO) today an- 
nounced the launch of the 
“intent to apply” phase for 
the relief fund, which is fo- 
cused on assisting small 
charitable nonprofit organi- 
zations. Nonprofits can fill 
out the intent to apply at 
MiNonprofitRelief.org. 
MNA membership is not re- 
quired to apply. 

The bipartisan relief pro- 
gram was signed by Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer as part 
of FY23 budget and pro- 
gram funding comes from 
the federal Coronavirus Re- 
lief Funds awarded to the 
State of Michigan as part of 
the American Rescue Plan 
Act (ARPA). The relief 
fund, designed for small 
nonprofits, is part of a two- 
part grant program. An ad- 


ditional $15 million in 
grants will be available to 
larger nonprofits later this 
year. 

MNA and LEO have part- 
nered to design the grant 
program and select 
grantees as well as manage 
the application portal and 
award payments. To be eli- 
gible for this funding, or- 
ganizations must be a 
Michigan-based, 501(c)(3) 
nonprofit or a fiscally spon- 
sored project by a 501(c)(8). 

The $35 million MI Non- 
profit Relief Fund, which is 
being administered by 
MNA, is designed to pro- 
vide aid and recovery to 
nonprofits with annual rev- 
enues of less than $1 mil- 
lion that can demonstrate 
necessary expenditures 
and/or losses incurred 
after March 3, 2021 due to 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 
Small nonprofits could re- 
ceive one-time grant funds 
from $5,000 to $25,000 in 
Spring/Summer 2023 to 
continue or expand their 
services to areas hit the 
hardest by COVID-19 and 
to populations that are un- 
derserved and underrepre- 
sented. The impact of the 
ongoing pandemic has been 


particularly hard on non- 
profits located in rural 
areas and those led by, and 
serving, Black, Indigenous 
and People of Color 
(BIPOC) communities. 

The initial “intent to 
apply” short online form is 
estimated to take no more 
than 10 minutes to complete 
and includes basic yes-or- 
no questions to assess the 
nonprofit’s needs. The sec- 
ond phase of the applica- 
tion process for small 
nonprofits, estimated to 
launch March 22, will bea 
more detailed application. 

An additional $15 million 
MI Nonprofit Impact Grant 
program will be adminis- 
tered by LEO and is de- 
signed for larger nonprofits 
to support programs that 
lift people out of poverty 
and above the ALICE (Asset 
Limited Income Con- 
strained, Employed) thresh- 
old. This program is 
expected to launch in 
Spring 2023.

BOYNE CITY — While it 
may not quite be tourna- 
ment time, most games 
this time of the season are 
played in a March Mad- 
ness type of atmosphere.
